I am 
too old to further struggle for existence, 
my sands are auyhow near run 
Then follow good wishes to 
and instructions as to the 
disposition to be made of certain personal 
estate. A large trunk belonging to Mr. Hil- 
sen reached Mr. Salvage on Monday after- 
noon, and this morning a valise arrived 
which was sent on the morning of the sui- 
cide. The trunk and valise contained noth- 
ing beyond certain personal effects of the 
dead man—his watch, razors, dressing-gowun, 
and wardrobe—all packed with a care which 

evinced the methodical nature of the man.

QUAIL ON TOAST. 


MR. Ww. S. WALCOTT HAS LOST HIS APPETITE 
FOR THEM. 

New York, Jan. 24.—[Special.}—A score 
ofmen had assembled in the bar-room of 
Gabe Case’s Hotel, on McComb’s dam-bridge 
road, at 4 o’clock this afternoon to observe 
W. S. Walcott in his great quail-eating act 
for the championship of Harlem and $500 in 
the current coin of the realm. The feat 
which Walcott proposes to accomplish is to 
eat two quails eavh day for thirty consecu- 
tive days, between the hours of 4 and 5 
o’clock, and Gabe Case has wagered $500 with 
James Moffatt that Walcott will not be abie 
to 8 this gastronomie feat. 

Today Walcott was called upon to eat his 
eighteenth brace of birds. It was evident 
wheu he appeared that something ailed Wal- 
cutt; his face was flushed, and he walked 
with his eye fixed vacantly upon nothing; 
his gait was of more than natural steadiness, 
and he found difficulty in lifting his feet over 
each other without interference: and he 
turned himself at an acute angle and sat 
down in his chair before the quails with 
more emphasis than circumstances warrant- 
ed. In fact, it was plain, as a vulgar person 
remarked, that the quail-eater “ had a still 
on. 

HE DID NOT HANKEB AFTER IT. 

Mr. Walcott gazed at the birds before him 
with lack-lustre eyes for a moment, and then 
lifted one of them from the platter to his 
plate by means of a fork, and gazed upon it 
again as if it were his evil angel. Then he 
took it up in his fingers and proceeded to de- 
vour it with an expression of disgust upon 
his features. Thescore of observers watched 
him critically, and finally a tall man with a 
huge mustache shouted: “One hundred 
dollars to $80 that he don’t finish the 
sixty quails in_ thirty days.” There 
were no takers. Walcott picked the bones 
clean and cast them into asmall dish at his 
side, but he did not seem to relish the meat. 
However, he proceeded conscientiously to 
devour the second bird, and at the end of 
nineteen and a half minutes from the 
time he had commenced he had tinished the 
second quail, baving taken a longer time to 
devour these two than on any previous day. 
He ate nothing else with the quails, but 
drank asmali glass of pepsin.

MEXICAN TRADE. 


The Proposed Treaty Between the Unit- 
ed States and Mexico—Facts and Fig- 
ures Furnished by Warren P. Sutton, 
Consul at Matameéras. 

GALVESTON, Tex., Jan, .— [St. Louis 
obe- Democrat. In a long interview, held 
at a late hour last night with the Hon. War- 
ren P. Sutton, United States Consul at Mat- 
amoras, recently returned from Washington, 
where he has been in close consultation with 
Measrs. Grant and Prescott, American Com- 
missioners, the following facts were gleaned 
relative to the commercial treaty recently 
formulated between the United States and 
Mexico by the Commissioners of both Na- 
tions, and which now awaits ratification or 
rejection by Congress. In reply to the direct 
interrogatory in what respect the treaty will 
be advantageous to our trade interests and 
what radical changes from the present exist- 

treaty were made, Mr. Sutton replied:

PROSPECTS FOR CRIMINAL-LAW > 
FORM 


The announcement of the Judiciary Com- 
mittee selected by the Speaker of the Illinois 
Legislature holds out a better promise of 


ecriminal-law reform than the people have 
had at any time sinee the agitation of the | 


subject began. Tus Tens Springtieid 
advices indicate that a large majority of the 
committee, including members of both 
parties, are willing to give the present criwi- 
nal code a searching investigation, and are 
anxious to make such changes in the law as 
shall root out the ‘manifold expedients 
whereby justice is cheated by professional 
criminals. If the gentlemen who consti- 
tute the committee carry out this program 
they will earn a strong and enduring claim 
upon the people of Lilinois. 

The time seems to be opportune. for ex- 
plaining briefly the position of Tue TRIBUNE 
on this question, since this journal has been 
conspicuous in urging the reform, Neither 
Tus Tumor nor any of the earnest advo- 
cates ofcriminal-law reform demands changes 
in the code which shall deprive any citizen 
ofany legitimate right of defense. There 
is no desire in apy quarterte embarrass the 
innocent man whe is fightmg for his life or 
liberty. The demand is that the guilty shall 
not be permitted to escape punishment by 
means of defects in. the law. 
wants to stand by the bill of rights in the 
lilinois Constitution, which promises and 
guarantees every man charged with crime a 
“speedy public trial by an impartial jury of 
the county in which the offense is alleged to 
have been committed.“ Every innocent man 
arraigtied for trial on a criminal charge will 
be confent with this guarantee; certainly 
the guilty should have no greater privileges. 

But it has been abundantly proved by ex- 
perience that the defects in the IIlinois cfim- 
inal code prevent speedy trial by an in- 
telligent and impartial jury. These detects 
have placed the people at the mercy of the 
criminal classes, and have made Chicago the 
favorit resort for professional thieves, burg- 
lars, and sandbaggers. The practical opera- 
tion of existing laws has been watched sufii- 
ciently to disclose the weak and dangerous 
places, and the following list of repairs is 
agreed upon by all who have studied the sub- 


| ject as necessary to public safety! 


I. There must be a better guarantee for the 
selection.of intelligent and impartial jurors, 
corresponding with the gualitications specific- 
ally defined by law, than there is now. The 
County Boards either underestimate the im- 
portance of this duty and neglect it, or else 
they prostitute the privilege of selecting 
jurors to personal or political ends. The 
best suggestion which bas been made thus 
far for reforming the character of our juries 
is to place the selection in the hands of Com- 
missioners, to be appolnted by the courts, 
who shall held no other public office. Such 
Commissioners, acting under the immediate 
supervision of the courts, and having no po- 


litical axes to grind, will not be tempted to- 


select ighorant or depraved men for jary 


| service, 


2 The specious opportunities for en diess 
delay should be eliminated from the crimi- 
nal code in order to assure the “speedy 
trial” required by the Constitution, The 
first step lu this direction should be to make 
vail-bonds a lien upon the real estate of the 
sureties, This will be a death-blow to the 
professional straw-bail business.

These few changes will defeat the delays

If, in addition to these 
changes, the law shall be so amended as to 
put upon the Judge the responsibility for 
construing the law for the information of 
juries unfamiliar with it, there will be a 
chance for speedy and impartial trials as de- 
manded by the Constitution. Such changes 
may not suit eriminals, who are invariably 
opposed to speedy and impartial trials, but 
they will suit innocent persons arraigned on 
briminal charges and the public; certainly 
the interests of the latter are better entitled 
te protection than those of the former.

THE TARIFF-REDUCTION FARCE. 

High tariff taxation as a war measure be- 
gan in 1861; was inereased in 1868 and 1863, 
and pushed to its utmost limits in 1864 by 
the combined necessities for the highest rev- 
enue and the selfish greed of speelal lines of 
manufacture who sought to secure the high- 
est possible artificial priees out of the public 
under the guise of protecting American in- 
dustry, when they really meant piundering 
it. ä 

Thus ultra-tariff taxation began in 1564, 
during the darkest days of the War, and has 
been practically continued until 1882, There 
were some modications of the internal-reve- 
nue tax, but the taxation under the tariff has 
continued to the present day. The average 
amount of tax enforced under the tariff is 
estimated at from $700,000,000 to $800,000,000 
a year, while that portion of jt paid to. the 
Government has averaged about $200,000,000 
a year. It is this unseen but remorseless tax 
which so swells the cost of living and con- 
sumes the earnings of labor. Congress has 
for many years refused even to consider, 
much less act upon, any proposition to reduce 
taxation, and with a view of gaining delay 


appointed a commission to report a scheme |. 
“for the reduction and revision of the tariff. 


At the same time there w bill proposed to 
reduce the internal-revenue tax. The elec- 
tions of 1882 expressing largely the indigna- 
tion of the people at thé refusal of Congress 
to reduce the enormous and needless tax 
tion, the present Congress undertook to 
utilize the brief term of its existence by ac- 
tion on that subject. 

It was proposed to reduce the revenue to 
the extent of $100,000,000 a year—that is, by 
the reduction of internal taxes $50,000,000, 
and of tariff taxes to the same amount. The 
Tariff Commission was in session six months, 
and Congress has been in session two 
months, and to this hour no practical prog- 
ress has been made beyond the reporting of 
a bill in each House. The fact is, Congress 
is so environed by the selfishness of indi- 
viduals who are interested in petty or large 
subsidies that itis not at all likely to take 
any action whatever tending to promote the 
real purpose of reducing taxation. 


There are several thousand objects taxed | 


by the tariff. Each industry and each branch 
of industry is in the enjoyment of some tax 
levied for its especial protection at the public 
expense and each in like manner is taxed by 
countless other interests for their protection 
at the expense of everybody else. The 
manufacturer of any perfected or finished 
production has a tax levied for its “ protec- 
non,” equal, say, to 50 or 60 per cent; but he 
is himself taxed on every ingredient or ma- 
terial used by him in his production about 
as much, and this tax is collected trem him 
for the protection of others, which might 
be called mutual robbery. The tax collected 
by him tor his protection is in turn collected 
from him piecemeal as protection for all the 
others who furnish him with the raw mate- 
rial, and thus each manufacturer is engaged 
in eating the other. How to preserve this 
wild system of reciprocal taxation is the 
problem which Congress is utterly unable to 
solve. Every member of Congress is called 
upon to “ protect” some particular interest 
of his district by taxing all the others for it, 
He is expected to prevent the reduction 
of the tax for the alleged protection 
of that industry, and if possible to have it 
increased so as to get an advantage over the 
other robbers, while he is expected also to 
have the tax removed from the protected 
raw material which that industry has to pur- 
chase, and so throughout the whole range 
of protected commodities ali are united 
to rob the farmer. 

There is a persistent lobby of deeply inter- 
ested persons at Washington jealously and 
vigilantly keeping guard over Congress to 
see that in any action proposed there shall 
be no reduction of existing taxation of the 
people on any specific object, and conse 
quently all attempts for a general reduction 
must fail. Supreme selfishness rulés and 
governs... The men who once have expe- 
rienced support from the pubile can never 
be contented with a reduction of this bounty 
nor be willing that any of their associates 
shall get more than they do. 


* 
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A PACKED LICENSE COMMITTEE. 

Some influence seems to have been brought 
to bear upon Speaker Collins to make up a 
License Committee in the Illinois Legislature 
which is likely to consult the luterests of the 
saloonkeepers rather than the demands of 
the people. At all events, the personnel of 
the committee and the sentiment of the mem- 
bers as far as ascertained threaten a defeat 
of the popular will and public good in this 
important matter. Only five members of the 
committee of eleven can be counted on as 
in favor of a “reasonably” high license, and 
there is no information as to what most of 
these gentlemen would regard as “ reasona- 
ble.“ Mr. Parker, of Cook, is known to be 
favorable to such a license system as would 
satisfy the taxpayers and accoin plish the 
double purpose of reducing the number of 
saloons where they are in exeess of the de 
mands of the drinking classes and yield- 
ing a revenue which would compensate 
the public in some measure for the 
extra cost of taking care of the misery and 
preserving the peace entailed by the liquor 
traflic. A minimum fee of $5004 year in the 
cities and $300 a year in the country districts 
is very generally accepted as about the right 
figure. Perhaps Messra, Boardman and 
Croeker can be trusted to codperate with Mr. 
Parker; but how far Messrs. Stimming and 
Struckman, who are also counted among the 
minority in favor of a “reasonably” high 
license, are prepared to go, seems to be a 
matter of doubt. But even if these five 
members of the commitite are desirous of 
reporting a license law of the right kind 
there remain six members who are believed 
to be hostile to 
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evil influences which he ought to have: 


avoided, or has been weakly deceived in his 
selections, there is now but one safe way for 
those in favor of a proper license to pro- 
ceed, and that is probably to keep the license 
measures which may be proposed out of the 
hands of this packed committee. There are 
several other committees to which all such 
bills may be referred with perfect propriety, 
The Judiciary Committee may properly take 
charge of them, for itis important to know 
what steps may be taken that will be con- 
stitutional. The Revenue Committee has a 
good claim to the consideration of license 
bills, because the latter have a decided effect 
in inereasing or reducing the revenues, The 
Committee on Municipal Affairs may 
dispute with the License Committee the 
original jurisdiction in license affairs, which 
are of more concern to the municipalities 
than toany other interest. If there is a ma- 
jority in the House favorable to a uniform 
and adequate license system for this State, 
that majority can pick out any committee 
which is in barmony with its views and refer 
to it the cousideration of the license bills, 
This is manifestly the course to take if the 
License Committee cannot be trusted. There 
is no longer any reasonable doubt that the 
preponderating sentiment of the people of 
both parties, drinkers and abstainers, is in 
favor of a hign-license law. It is regarded 
as the one practicable solgtion of the liquor 
question, Experience in Michigan and Ne- 
braska and in the Illinois towns where the 
saloon licenses have been fixed at from §500 
to $800 approves of the. system both as to 
local revenue, publie morals, and municipal 
economy, The cause has advanced too far 
in this State to admit of its being strangled 
in a packed committee, 
er 

Ir is nota pleasant thing to say, but it is 
abundantly evident that not the slightest re- 
liance is to be placed upon the statements of 
either Senstor Morrill or Fiatist Kelley that 
large reductions of taxation are effected by 
the tariff bills under their charge. Senator 
Morrill, for instance, said in introducing 
the Senate bill that it cut down the sugar 
duties $15,000,000.‘ The tariff expert. Mr. J. 
S. Moore, who has been employed for years in 
the New York Custom-House, demonstrates 
by the actual statistical facta of the con- 
sumption of 1882 that the reduction will not 
be more than $8,500,000, and does no more 
than bring the tax on sugar back where it 
was before the W per cent of additional duty 
was put on as a matter of extreme necessity. 
In other directions, as in the case of the steel 
out of which farmers’ plows, harvesters, 
reapers, and wire fencing are made, the taxes 
are greatly increased ina manner which if 
it contributes little to the Government will 
take a good deal out of the farmers in in- 
creased prices. Glass is raised from 41 to 45 
percent. Cotton ties are taxed 138 per cent 
more than now; files 80 percent more. The 
Ways and Means bill was described to the 
Republican caucus as effecting a reduction 
of $25,000,000 more or less. This calculation 
ig made according to a very plausible but 
fallacious method. For example, in cottons 
the duty on coarse, unbleachéd cotton cloth 
is reduced SO per cent, That on fine bleached 
cloth is reduced 37 percent. This appears 
to be an average reduction of nearly 45 per 
cent until we learn—not from Kelley—that 
only $24,068 of the first is imported, and that 
thé Ww per cent reduction which plays so mag- 
nilleent a part in the calculations of aver- 
ages amounts to a practical reduction of 
$6,000 in revenue. But this 50 per cent re 
duction on nothing will cover a 50 per cent 
raise on plow-steel or something similar. A 
New England Represéntative, an old mer- 
chant who has bandied tons of cotton gooda, 
says that he found that the T ury expert 
who was making the calculations of reduc- 
tions tor the Ways and Means Committee had 
“ guessed ”’ that on one class of cotton goods 
the reduction would be 4 and on another 35 
per cent. ILasked him how he knew,” says 
the Representative, “and he could only 
say that he ‘thought so.’ 1 told him 1 
thought the proportions . ought to be exactly 
reversed, and asked him if he had been sent 
to guess for us.“ Experienced ecotton-manu- 
facturers declare they cannot tell whether 
on some grades the actual effect will be in- 
crease or reduction, nor how much in either 
direction. These statements about redue- 
tion of taxation are made up by “ guesses,” 
like those of the expert just referred to, and 
by the deceptive system of allowing a reduc- 
tion of 50 per cent on an article that is prac- 
tically not imported at all to offset in the 
“averages” an increase of 50 per cent on 
something of universal use. Before attach- 
ing any scientific importance to anything 
that the father of the House bill, Chairman 
Kelley, may say, the public would do well 
to recall the fiatist frenzy with which he 
predicted the failure of the Resumption law. 
They will not be long in coming to the con- 
clusion that nothing he may utter on a finan- 
cial question can be worthy the attention of 
any one.

In the House of Representatives a bill for 
the revision of the tariff taxes is pending, 
prepared by Fiat Kelley and Sam Randall, of 
the Ways and Means Committee, which has 
been submitted to the expert accountants of 
the Treasury to report on its real effects as 
compared with the present tariff. These ex- 
perts haye reported that under the existing 
law the merchandise which was imported 
last year yielded $215,595,628, and would un-

COMMENT OF THE MONARCHISTS.

The ex-Empress Eugenie started for En- 
gland today.

The Grand Duke Constantine carried tg her 
a private message from President Grévy 
that her presence in Paris was undesira- 
bie. It is difficult to say whether 
her departure is due to that message 
or the persuasion of her friends, all of 
whom are grieved by her imprudent ac- 
tion. There was no deep-laid scheme in 
her coming; but, on hearing of the arrest 
of Prince Napoleon, she telegraphed Rouher 
that she was coming, with attendants, and 
asked to have the same rooms that were oc- 
cupied by her husband in 1848. This was the 
only point of significance in the whole af- 
fair, She saw but few leading people here. 

The ex-Empress was refused permission to 
visit Prince Jerome. Nobody supposes she 
really wanted to see him. Her mission, 
whatever it was, failed in its object.

The Part the Sultan Played in 
the Catastrophe Detailed 
by Her Captain. 


Several Residents of Cleveland, Ohio, 
" Drowned by the Sinking of the 


Haunund, Jan. 24.—Four tugs returned 
from a fruitless search for passengers of the 
Cimbria this morning. 

INCIDENTS. 

The incidents on board the Cimbria of the 
Indian who had to be disarmed of his toma- 
hawk, of the surgeon who leaped into the 
sen, and scenes among the passengers cling- 
ing to the rigging were related by. one We- 
gert or Vigert, a cabin passenger, who, on the 
advice of the chief officer, climbed into the 
rigging. 

Those in the rigging say they saw a boat 
lowered from the steamer Sultan, probably 
to repair her own damage. 

CAPT. CUTTIL’S STATEMENT. 

Capt. Cuttil, of the steamer Sultan, says: 
“Il had twelve passengers on beard, and my 
first duty was to look after the condition of 
my own ship. An hour was occupied in 
shoring up the collision bulkhead and stop- 
ping holes in the ship's bow with beds, ete. 
Then I set about looking for the other ves- 
sel. I burned blue lights and sounded the 
steam-whistle for two bours after the acci- 
dent. I remained in the vicinity until 8 
o’clock in the morning, when, not seeing or 
hearing anything, and the fog being still 
dense, I left for Hamburg.“ 

In answer to an inquiry if he sent off boats 
in search, he said the fog was so dense he 
deemed it imprudent to send boats. 

BEFORE THE COLLISION. 

Respecting events immediately preceding 
the collision the Captain of the Sultan said: 

“ About 1 o’clock, the fog increasing, the 
engines ran dead slow, the course being east 
halt south. At II o’clock, English time, 
without the sound of a whistle, I sighted the 
masthead and green lights two points on 
our starboard bow. I starboarded the helm 
until the ship’s head was east-northeast, 
when thé green light suddenly disappeared 
and a red light came in sight. Seeing a col- 
lision inevitable, I telegraphed for the engi- 
neers to put full speed astern, It was too 
late to avoid acrash. Everybody was at his 
proper post at the time and lights were 
brightly burning. The Captain and chief of- 
ficer were on the bridge and twe men at the 
wheel.. The steam whistle was constantly 
sounding. I saw the Cimbria’s green lights 
when they were only two ship’s-lengths 
ahead.” ) 

Capt. Cuttil drew a diagram showing the 
position of the two vessels. 

“Both were on a straight course,” he said, 
“the Cimbria being two points on my star- 
board bow, so that my green light was visible 
to the Cimbria as soon as the CimbDria’s green 
light wag visible to me.” a 

How do you account for the accident?” 

“The Cimbria should have kept on her 
course, seeing the Sultan's green light.“ 

THE RULES. 

What is the rule of the road?” 

Capt. Cuttil brought out a log containing 
official printed instructions, with verses en- 
titled Aids to Memory,“ by Thomas Gray. 
No. 1, for two ships meeting: 

When both sidelights you see ahead, 
Port your beim and show your red. 

“That is,“ remarked the Captain, pass 
to the right.” | 

No 2, for two steamships passing, says: 

Green to green or red to red, 
Perfect safety—go ahead. 

“You starboarded ?” . 

“Yes, and had the Cimbria kept on her 
course there would have been no collision; 
but she ported her helm and really ran across 
the Sultan’s bows.” 

AN UNCONFIRMED RUMOR.

Hansen, of the Cimbria, had been saved and 
brought here by a passing steamer is dis- 
credited, and not confirmed. 
CLEVELAND PEOPLE ON 

STEAMER. 

CLEVELAND, O., Jan. 24.~The wife and 
four children of Solomon Bartelstein, of 
Cleveland, went down with the steamship 
Cimbria in the North Sea. Bartelstein came 
here two years ago from Russian Poland and 
established a successful business, and last 
May sent for his family. Two of the older 
chiidren came, but the mother feared to cross 

ocean. Finally she was rsuaded to 
start, and embarked at Hamburg in the 
ill-fated steamer with the remaining four 
children. The oldest daughter, aged 21, 
swooned on hearing of the disaster, and is 
not expected to recover. Bartelstein also is 
prostrated with grief. : 

Joseph Henby and son and Joseph Panec, 
wife, and two children, destined for Cleve- 
land, were also lost on the Cimbria. Henby 
lived here, and induced Panec, his brother- 
in-law, and family to leave their home in 
Cracow and sail for America.

[Special. I— Judge James Patrick, of this 
city, died Tuesday, aged 90 years 5 months 
and 17 days. Ile was born in Belfast, Ireland, 
and was the son of a respected merchant of 
that city.

Views of Two Well-Kuaown Chicace 
Dealers Regarding the Proposition te 
Put it on the Free List. 

The passage by the Senate of an amend- 
ment placing on the free list lumber shipped 
to the United States from Canada has caused 
considerable stir among lumbermen in Chi- 
cago as well as elsewhere in the States, 
and. there is a chance that when 
the measure is presented to the 
House for adoption no little lively sparring 
will occur.

With a view of ascertaining the feeling 
among the dealers about the passage of the 
bill a TRIBUNE reporter 11 afternoon 
sought out the leadérs of the opposing ideas, 
and had a talk with them on the subject.

GIVING NOTICE TO THE GAS COMPANIES. 
An old familiar fiend appeared today— 
ushered into being by Senator Cloonan—in 
the shape of a bill to prevent extortion and 
to re te the manufacture and sale of il- 
luminating gas, and to establish reasonable 
maximum rates therefor.

TELEGRAPHIC. 
SENATOR WHITE’S BILL TO REGULATE Com 
PETING CONSTRUCTION COMPANIES. 

Following is the bill introduced in the Sen- 
ate by George White, which is understood to 
be in the interest of the Board of Trade Tele- 
graph Company: 

A bill for an act to amend OP. 134 of the Re- 
vised Sgatutes of the State of Lilinois, entitled 
“ Telegraph Com pavies.”’ 

Be it enacted by tne people of the State of 
Iitinois represented in the General Assembly, 
That an act to revise the law in relation tostele- 
grapb companies, approved March 2%, 1874, de- 
ing Chap. 184 of the Revised Statutes of Lilinois, 
be, and is hereby amended by adding at the end 
thereof the following: 

Sec. II. No telegraph company incorporated 
or doing business in this State shall have power 
to contract with any owner of land or with any 
railread company for the right to erect or main- 
tain a telegraph line over his, her, or ite lands, 
or over the right-of-way of any such railroad to 
the exclusion of the lines of other telegraph 
companies organized or doing business under 
the laws of this State. And every such contract 
= exciusive privileges shall be void and of no 
effect. 

Sec. E. If any company or person owning or 
operating any telegraph linc within this State 
shall directly or indisectly interfere to prevent 
or delay the construction, erection, mainte- 
nance, or operation of any other telegraph line 
in the course of being constructed, erected, or 
operated witbin this State by auy person or 
telegraph company organized under laws of 
this State, or shall by any act prevent, hinder, 
or delay the procurement of right of way 
for the same by any device whatso- 
ever, the person or company so offena- 

shall forfeit all rights and franchises 
acquired under the laws of this State, and ali 
right to conduct or transact telegraph business 
within this State, and may be enjoived there- 
from upon bill of complaint filed in any court 
of competent jurisdiction by the company so 
interfered with, and shall also be liabie for all 
dumages which may accrue by reason of such 
interference to the person or corporation so in- 
terfered with, to be recovered by action on the 
case or otherwiee. 

Sec. 18. It shall be the duty of the Board of 
Railroad and Warehouse Commissioners to take 
the same stops and perform the same acts with 
reference tu telegraphs as are by law provided 
in reférence to railroads and warehouses, 
all telegraph companies or bersons operating 
such shali be subject to the same penalties and 
muy be prosecuted in the same manner as is by 
law provided against railroad and warehouse 
owners or managers.

Cattle-Ranges. 


Many Cattle in Nebraska Got Their 
Noses Frozen, and Lay Down 
in Despair. 


The Officials Say We Are Soon to Have 
Another Wave from Man- 
itoba. 


Effect of the Great Cold sua on the 
Cattle of the Far Northwest — Bad 
News from Nebrasks. 

Sr. Pavut, Minn., Jan. 24.—[Special.]— 
Careful inquiry among persons in constant 
correspondence with Western ranchmen and 
familiar with the country and condition jus- 
tify the belief that the loss of animal life on 
the Montana and Dakota ranges so-far has 
been slight, and the prospects good for suc- 
cessful wintering of stock through the re- 
mainder of the season. Those who know the 
peculiar adaptability of the country in ques- 
tion to stock-raising are not surprised at the 
small loss of life reported. Montana and 
Dakota beeves have far better chances to 
pull through the severest weather 
safely than their brethren in Nebraska 
and Kansas, and the statistics show that the 
amount of loss in the former is not nearly 
80 large as the latter divisions. In the North- 
western Territories the guard used for 
ranges is broken by gullies and ravines, 
which afford perfect protection from the 
wind, no matter how fiercely it rages on the 
plains above. Cattle are like men in that 
they can stand a terrific degree of still cold, 
but when exposed to storm perish quickly. 
In portions of Montana, too, strange as it 
may seem, the winter season is far 
shorter than it is farther south. Since 
the Chinook winds, which often commence 
early in February, divest the ground of snow 
and leave the succulent buffalo grass ex- 
posed and easy picking. The coolies, too, 
are not all drifted full, many of them show- 
ing drifts on one side only, while the other is 
bare or so nearly so that acclimated cattle 
will paw the snow aside readily and .graze 
with little hindrance. The grazing country 
of Nebraska and Kansas is far flatter than 
that further north, the wind gets a wider and 
longer sweep, and the thin belts of timber 
along the streams are but little if any 

rutection. Besides, the upper animals are 
nured to colder weather, and will thrive in 

a temperature which would be certain death 

to the hardiest of Kansas and Nebraska 

steers; Telegrams received yesterday re 
ported*that at the Little Missouri there are 
only two and one-half inches of snow. Cat- 
tle are doing well there. The coldest weather 
of the season was 38 degrees below zero.- At 

Billmgs there is but very little snow now. 

On the Musselshell Range there were only 

four or five days of cold weather. Stock- 

men report cattle looking finely. At Miles 

City the snow Is four to six inches deep. The 

Tongue River Range reports no loss of cat- 

tle. Wedther calm, and mercury 10 degrees 

above zero. 

Omaua, Neb., Jan. 24.— [Special. Ad- 
vices from the North Platte, the headquar- 
ters of the stock-raisers in Western Nebras- 
ka, are not so favorable as would have been 
anticipated. The storm of the last week is 
reported to have been a hard one upon the 
cattle, which may be seen in bunches behind 
everything that will afford them shelter or 
stampeding in herds across the ranges before 
the cutting winds. The noses of the cattle 
become frozen and sore in trying to root 
through the snow for food, and they soon 
become discouraged and lie down.

Iee- Bridge at Niagara—The Gorge Fifty 
Feet High and Extending Two Miles 
from the Foot of the Falis. 

Burr, Jan. 22.—Those who visited Ni- 
agara Falls yesterday afternoon witnessed a 
scene never before known in the winter his- 
tory of the great cataract. One of the best 
ice-bridges ever Known formed in the gorge 
immediately: below the fails a week ago, and 
the high wind yesterday drove the water 
down the lake into the river. The water be- 

rising, and just after 4 p. m. the 
eep and increasing rumbling indicated 
that the pressure would disrupt the 
great glacier. Soon the middle portion broke 
away and moved majestically down the 
ream for about 500 yards until the mass in 
narrower part of the gorge below 
brought it to a sudden stop with a crash 
which reéchoéda from side to side of the 
chasm. As far as the eye could reach the 
vast masses of ice were being crushed to 
atoms, while here and there miniature vol- 
canoes of water and ice spouted high into 
the air. By dark the ice-gorge extended 
from the foot of the falls to just below the 
railway suspension bridge, some two miles, 
and it seemed to be solid from the bottom of 
the river to a hight of more than fifty feet 
above high-water mark. During the night 
huge masses of ice went crashing over the 
cataract and were thrown high on either 
shore, and at about midnight some 200 feet of 
the famous inclined railroad at Prospect Park 
were carried away, while the stone observa- 
tory and dressing-rooms at the “Shadow of 
the Rock,“ between the foot of the railway 
and the American fall, were crushed to 
pieces. The house of John McCloy, ferry- 
man, on the Canada side, about seventy-five 
feet above the usual ice level, was partly 


‘overturned and the occupants had a narrow 


escape. The little ferryboats were crushed 
in their houses and several of the guys of 
the new suspension bridge were torn from 
their foundations. The damage will be sev- 
eral thousand doliars, but the Prospect Park 
Company are hard at work repairing the 
damage tothe railway so that tourists can 
go below. If all the ice-bridges at the falls 
during the last ten years were piled on top 
of each other it is said that they would 
hardly * the hight and length of the 
one which now spans the chasm.

RELIGIOUS FRENZY. 


It Led to the Morribic Butchery by the 
Milwaukee Woman of Her Three Lite 
tle Children. 

Mir. wavukesnr, Wis., Jan. 24.— [Special. 
The Coroner’s inquest in the case of the 
three children murdered by their mother, 
Helena Cempirek, yesterday, took place to- 
day, when the facts in the case were shown 
to be even more revolting than recorded in 
last night’s dispatches. The testimony plain- 
ly showed that the woman was a victim of 
religious frenzy. After mutilating the bod- 
ies of her little ones in a most horrible man- 
ner she washed them and put them in bed, 
and was found kneeling in the middle of the 
room, with her hands clasped in prayer. 
Nothing particularly strange or noteworthy 
in the woman’s conduct appears to have 
been noticed before the crime except certain 
harmless manifestations of religious mania. 
Her husband testified that he and his wife 
had always lived happily together. They 
were not members of any church. He left 
yesterday morning to go to his work. His 
wife had already been up several hours en- 
gaged in devotions. Since last Christmas 
she had made a practice to fast three days in 
each week, when she partook of nothing but 
water. An interesting statement at the in- 
quest was made by Deputy-Sheriff Schubert, 
who tes fied to having had an interview with 
Mrs. Cémpirek in the jail. She said they 
always had plenty of food and fuel. She 
had been very lonely lately, ana had read the 
Bible a good deal. She was convinced that 
she had not long to live, and was afraid that 
her children would fall into strange hands 
and not be made good Christians. She had 
stabbed the oldest first, and then the others. 
She would not eat any supper, saying she 
had no appetite. When talking, her eyes 
looked very wild, but she did not

SMALL-POX. 


A Breezes ta Baltimore Over the Action 
of the State Health Board in Asking 
Federal Ald to Stamp Out the Disease. 
Ba.timore, Md.,. Jan. 2%.—[Special.]— 

There ts great excitement among the mer- 

chants and citizens generally of Baltimore 

over an outrageous action of the Maryland 

State Board of Healthin calling upon the 

Federal Government for aid in suppressing 

the small-pox here. At the meeting of the 

board when this action was taken there were 
only a few of the members present. A let- 
ter was received from Supervising-Surgeon 

Hamilton, of the United States Marine Hos- 

pital service, stating that the President of 

the United States was authorized in case 
of a threatened or actual épidemic 
to use a sum not exceeding $100,000 
for preventing and suppressing the disease 
in whatever part of the country it was. 

Three members of the board, constituting a 

majority, declared that an epidemic of small- 

pox was threatenéd and resolved to ask the 

Governor to petition the President for aid. 

Such a sensation and indignation as this ac- 

tion created have never been heard of before 

in Baltimore. The Mayor and City Health 

Commissioner emphatically condemn it. The 

press of the city devotes columns of editorial 

today to its denunciation. Indignation meet- 
ings are talked of among the business- 
men. The most aggravated reports 
have deen telegraphed to Western 
papers by unreliable correspondents, which 
has hightened the feeling in the business 
community. Mr. Henry C. Smith, President 
of the Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ 

Association, said today: The action of the 

State Board was an outrage. The merchants 

of Baltimore will repudiate with scorn the 


_ intimation that they are too poor or too mean 


to contribute to a fund for the extermination 
of small-pox, if such a fund is needed, but it 
is not. There are not ten cases of the 
disease outside of Baltimore City in the 
whole State.“ President John W. Garret 
ef the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad, an 
all the leading citizens condemn the action of 
the board, and the Governor has been peti- 
tioned not to appealto the Federal Govern- 
ment, but to denounce the resolution of the 
board as absurd. While the small-pox is still 
bad in Baltimore, and there were ninety-two 
deaths from it last- week, the disease is on 
the decrease, and the city, it is hoped, will soon 
be free trom it altogether.

As the people ran out of 
their houses, the ceilings of numbers of 
which were tumbling about their heads and 
the earth fairly rocking beneath their feet, 
the wildest eonsternation prevailed. Mothers 
caught up their babies, and with wild cries 
rushed out into the cold, dark morning with- 
out stopping to throw a mantle or other pro- 
tection about their forms. Children joined 
with their frightened screams, and for a time 
a perfect pandemonium prevailed, the stout- 
hearted miners having their hands full in 
their attempts to quiet the apprehensions of 
the women and children. In the meantime 
lanterns and miners’ lamps were brought into 
requisition, and little squads flitted here and 
there in an effort to ascertain what the exact 
trouble was. 

CRACKS IN THE EARTH. 

As the’ early explorers passed along the 
main street they discovered zigzag gaps, 
from two to five inches in width, running 
diagonally across the thorougfare and under 
the houses that line the street.

A Bill to Change the Titme—A New

It 
then provides that the Forty-ninth Congress

The second regular meeting or session of the 

Forty-ninth Congress shall commence on the 

first Monday in January, 1886, and the term 

of that Congress shall end at 12 noon on the 

Ist day of December, 1886.

The American Shipping Trade. 

LiveRrPoo., Jan, .6.—[Editor of London 
Times,|—The articles from your Phila 
delphia correspondent are so clearly written 
that they usually command great attention, 
and that in the Times of the 5th inst. upon 
the American shipping trade is especially in- 
teresting.
